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REMARKS 

This Reply and Amendment is intended to be completely responsive to the Non- 
Final Office Action dated February 4, 2009. 

Status 

Claims 22-33 are pending in this Application. 
Claims 22-31 and 33 stand rejected. 

Claim 32 has been objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim but 
otherwise recites allowable subject matter. 

With this amendment, independent claims 22 and 33 have been amended, and 
claim 32 has been cancelled. 

Applicant has amended each of the independent claims to recite subject matter 
that the Examiner has indicated is allowable. Applicant respectfully requests 
reconsideration of the present application in view of the foregoing amendments and in 
view of the reasons that follow. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

In the Office Action mailed February 4, 2009, the Examiner indicated that the 
subject matter of dependent claim 32 is allowable. Applicant has amended independent 
claims 22 and 33 to recite the subject matter of claim 32 indicated to be allowable by the 
Examiner. Applicant respectfully asserts that independent claims 22 and 33, as amended, 
and dependent claims 23-31 recite a combination of subject matter that is patentable over 
the references of record. By amending the independent claims to include subject matter 
indicated to be allowable by the Examiner, Applicant does not indicate agreement or 
acquiescence with the rejection of claims 22-31 and 33. Independent claims 22 and 33 
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have been amended only to obtain prompt allowance of claims reciting subject matter that 
the Examiner has indicated is allowable. 



Claims 22-33 are pending in the present application. Claims 22 and 33 have been 
amended to include subject matter indicated to be allowable by the Examiner, and claim 
32 has been cancelled. Favorable reconsideration of the application, as amended, is 
respectfully requested.
